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bugles sounding, druma ruffling and hune
dreds of murines and blue jackets cheering.

It was o speotacle which stirred the
patriotism of every "American who saw
it, and nobody was more deeply impressed
than was Mr. Roosevelt

The accident in which two of the torpedo
boat destroyers, the Barry and the Decatur,
were slightly injured, was the only incident
that marred the review y

The ceremonies of the day began shortly
before 9 olclock in the morning, when Seo-
retary Moody, who had spent the night
on the Dolphin, boarded the Mayflower,
which. lay at anchor off a sandy bluff at
the mouth of Oyster Bay, not far from
Sagamore Hill. One of the Muyflower's
@-pounders hoowed seventeen times as
the Secretary carge on board

This was the beginning of a cannonade
that continued almost without irterruption
for seven hours, until more than 2,500 guns
had been fired and the Sound atmosphere
was heavy with smoke )

Admiral Dewey followed the Seeretary
to the Mayflower a few minutes later. He
had come up on a Brooklyn navy yard tug
Again the yacht's guns blazed a salute and
again the bugle sounded and the drun
was ruffled and the marines presented
arms. Sir Thomas Lipton was the next to
come aboard. His yacht Erin lay off in
the bay, only a few hundred yards from
the Government yacht.

The watch at the bow sang out the news
when the President’s launch was sighted.
The jnokies, in their loose white uniforms
and their white caps, hurried to man the
sldes and the marines stood at attention. As
Mr. Rooseyelt stepped on deck, he was
met by Admiral Dewey, and as the President
grasped the Admiral's hand the Mayflower’s
guns began the Presidential salute of
twenty-one guns, which announced to the
fleet and the thousands of small craft that
dotted the water that the review was about
to begin.

Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Alice Roosevelt
and the following guests, besides those who
were already on the Mayflower, came
with the President, or scon after he
arrived: Rear Admiral H. C. Taylor,
Ciiel of the Burean of Navigation; Rear
Admiral Freaerick Rodgers, oomunandant
of whe Broowiyn nivy yud; Capt. Wo I,
Brownson, Superintencent of the Naval
Acariemy; Mijor-Gen. A, .

The Presiient soon after he boarded
the Mayflower held an informai reception,
and meanwiile the big yacht, towed al first
by‘a navy y.rd tug, swung around and
hended toward the fleet. The assemblage
of- fighiing ships was off in the Sound
two miles from where the Mayflower was
anchored. They were anchored in columns,
having maintoined the formation estab-
lished uron their arrival Saturday night.
On the flanks of the double coiumns of
battlships and eruisers were the destroyers,
black, ugly, busines.-li'te—five on‘one flank
and five on the otl.er.

The shins headed toward the enst. In
the south column were four bnitleships
and two cruisers; in the north column five
crufsers. Thae flags of four Rear Admirals
floated from tlie truck: of as many ships.

From 5 o'clock, when the crows were
awakened for the day, the men were kept
busy polishing nap brasswork, cleaning
decks and otherwise adding to the neatness
of tha warships, o that when the time for
the review came every vessel of the fleot
was in its spickest and spannest condition,
At that time every oflicer was attired in
special full dress, which has a lot of gold
braid in it, and every jacky wore his cleanest
suit of white, with a white cap to match.

When the May flower, bearing the Presi-
dent and his guests, was sighted by the
fleet, short!y a‘ter 0 o'clock, the order went
from the Kearsarge, Admiral Barker's
flagship, to have the sides of every ship
manned by the enlisted men. The officers,
wearing cocked hats and swords with
their special full dress, were on the bridge
of each ship and tha marines in their full
dress were sesembled at atrention under
aring on rhe quarter deck

The Mayflower, as graceful as in the
days when she wns one of the finest private
vachte aflat, steamed slowly down toward

the south line, coming from the west, She
approached the Kearsarge from astern

and passed to port of her and between her
and the first destroyer of the first flotilla.
The battleships and eruisers were anchored
500 vards apart, head and stern direction,
and. the interval between the columns was
1,000 yards. Each line of destroyera was
500 yards from the line of the larger craft.

As the Mayflower drew nearer to the
flagehip the saluting began. “Bang!” went
tha first of the Kearsarge's 8-pounders,
and twenty ore reporfs eracked ont
as the President's vessel went by. Mr.
Roogevalt stood on the bridge of the May-
flower, holding his silk hat =lightly raised
from his head. As the Mavflower came
abroast everv white-dressed gailorman
brought his right hand to his cap, the ma-
rinea presentad arma and the band struck
up “Hail, Columbia!”

Admiral Barker, standing on the Kear-
sarge's bridee, surrounded by his officers,
brougiht his white-gloved hand to the for-
vard point of his chapeau. Then during
a brief pause in the firing of the saluting
batiery an officer called for three cheers
for the President of the United States, and
they were given with vigor.

he Mayflower, on her ernise up the
columns, was followed by thousands of
pleasure craft, vhich formed a distinct
show in themeelves that was well worth
seeing.  The Sviph, with the Roosevelt
children and some other relatives of the
President on board, led the floct of smaller
craft.

Admiral thny, Rear Admiral Taylor
Rear Admiral Rodgers, Capt. Bronson and
Gen. Chaffee had moved up to the bridge
with the President by this time.

“Beautiful, beautiful'” exclaimed Mr.
Roosevelt.

Nobody gave the word to cheer on the
Alabama, and her crew maintained a strict
pilence as the Mayflower wteamed past.
Nor was there any cheering on the other
ships, the Kearsarge and the Illinois being
the only two that paid such a tribute to
the President in the early part of the review,
The explanation was that those on the
Alabama hadn't heard the cheering on the
1llinois and Kearsarge owing to the firing
of the salutes and were not, therefore,
aware that the cheering was to be passed
on down the line.

“Ameriea” was the air played by the
Alabama's band, but the musicians of vh(;
other ships stuck to “Heail Columbia
and “The Star Spangled Bannef.”

Down the south line the Mayflower
moved, surrounded and followed by the
thousands of pleasure crafr and saluted
by the six-pounders of each ship she passed.
Everywhere it was the same: saluting,
band-playing, manning the sides. )

The Texas, the Baltimore and the Chicago
were passed in turn and then, steaming
easily and gracefully, the President’s flag-
ship went around the end of the line and
turned to pass along the north column.

The Panther, the Prairie, the Yankee
and the Topeka were the first four ships
in that column. Each of the yards bore its
string of white-clothed humanity, the
Jackies standing and supporting them-
selves by twining arms around the necks
and over the shoulders of their fellows, and
as they stood there, they looked down on
the President and his party, all of whom
showed their admiration plaintly.

As the Mayflower passed the Panther,
which had four battalions of marines drawn
up on beard, Mr. Roosevelt, turning to
Admiral Dewaoy, said:

“How much better those marines look
in campaign hats than in those infernal |
pealked helmets.”

At the end of the north line was the
eruirer Olympia, the famous flagship of
Admiral Dewey, who, standing on the
Maytower's bridge, heard her guns boom
again,

As the Olympia's salute sounded the
Mayflower, taking a wide tum, approached
the colimrng of the fleet. It was intended
that she shoiul! anchor between the col-
ummns, thus shortening the distances hetween
and the other verse!s Jduring the period of
ceremonial visits

But instrad, the Mayflower anchored
at the head of the fleet and about in line
with the second column, for the visiting
which followed.

Hardly had the anchor been dropped
when the sigral went up on the Mav/lower
for the commandipz officers and the flag
officers to come ol hoard. Rear Admiral
Parker came first, in a barge manned by
twelve bluejuckets,  He was accompanied
by Flag Lieutenant Eberle,

The President had hardly ted Rear
Admiral Barker when Rear Admiral Cogh-
lan of the Olympia, Rear Admiral Wise of
the Yankee, Rear Admiral S8ands of the
Texas and all the other commanding officers
came aboard.

The President led the way with Capt.
Gleaves of the Mayflower down to lunch-
eon, Admirel Dewey went down with
Miss Alice Roorevelt.,

The naval attachés of the foreign Govern-
ments representad at Washington, Dudley
R. De Chair, R. N. of England; Commander
A. 8. BoutakoT, representing Russia; Lieu-
tenant-Commander Isan Taskeshita, the
Japanese representative, and (apt. Erwin
Schaefer, the Kaiser's representative, who
had been brought up to the review on a
Government boat from Brooklyn, also were
at the luncheon

During the course of the luncheon Presi-
dent Rocsevelt arose and said:

“We have with us the representatves of
the great Powers, (Great Britain, Germany,
Russia and Japan. I ask you to drink to
those Powers and their sovereigns.

“We have with us also,” he added, looking
at Sir Thomas Lipton and Mr. Iselin, “the
representatives of an international incident.
As for that, may the best boat win.”

Immedintely after the luncheon, the Presi-
dent atarted out in a launch to pay a return
call on the commanding officers of the fleet.
He went first to the Kearsarge and then to
the Olympia, Texas and Yankee. After
that the fleet steamed eastward and the
review was over.

On his visit to the Kearsarge the Presi-
dent made a short speech,

“Officers and enlisied mwen.,” he said,
“I wish 1o say a word of thanks to you
on behalf of the people of the United States.
Thera are many public rervants whom

ALEXIEFF A RUSSIAN JINGO.

What They Think at Pekin of the Czar's
New  Vieeroy.
Spectal Cable Despatch to THE SUN.

PrKIN, Aug 17.--The ap pointment of
Admiral AlexiefTf as Viceroy of the newly
formed Russian provinee oomprising the
Amur district and the Kwantung territory,
became known here to-day and caused
no surprise. It was predicted by officials
who attended the recent conference at Port
Arthur that Admiral Alexieff would be made
Governor Ganeral of Manchuria, but the
time apparently was not considered ripe
for this.

The proclamation of his appointment,
as telegraphed here, gives him control of
the entire Amur region, which may later be
construed to embrace Port Arthur.

He represents the most. aggressive wing
of the Russian expansionists, and may
be depended upon to show the boldest
front to Japan if the relations between
Rusesia and that country become strained.

| MACEDONIA RED WITH BLOOD.

PEOPLE AF FIVE VILLAGES NFAR
MONASTIR SLAIN.

nc;dlu of Bashi-Bazouks’ Vietims Choke
ing the River Drin—Famine Adds to
the Horror—English Protest Against
Movements of the Russian Squadron.

Special Cable Despatches to TuR SUN.

LonpoN, Aug. 17.—English writers regard
the movements of the Russian fleet at the
presont juncture with the greatest mis-
giving, and want to know what purpose is
intended to be served.

They point out that the Sultan has very
promptly ocomplied with the demands
in connection with the murder of the Rus-
gian Consul at Monastir and say that the
object of the squadron cannot be to
bring pressure on the Sultan to
carry out the Austro-Russian reform ascheme,
for it is manifestly impossible to do any-
thing in the way of improving the civil
administration in the Macedonian prov-
inces, now that they are all in open re-
bellion,

Nothing, they say, is more likely than
that the proceedings of the squadron will
excite the fanaticism of the Turkish populace
on the one hand and encourage the Bul-
garian revolutionists on the other.

Gireat impetus will be given to the revo-
lutionary movement by the menacing ap-
pearance of the Russian ships in the Bos-
phoros. There are signs that the Greeks,
Servians and Roumanians are ready to join
the Turks in restraining Bulgarian am
bitions. ‘

If thaso nationalities openly join with
Turkey it is believed that it will be al-
most impossible for the great Powers not
to become involved.

Private despawches from Monastir show
that the conditions there are horrible.
The inhsbitants are killing their domestic
animals for food. Probably a hundred
have died from starvation in their cellars,
fearing to leave their homes.

I'ashibazouks bave murdered the in-
habitants of five surrounding villages.
Consuls and foreign ocorrespondents are
not allowed to enter Macedonia. Only in
the large towns like Uskub, Monastir and
Salonica is there a show of civilization
maintained.

The Odessa correspondent of the Standard
quotes the Ourta Gozelte a8 saying that in
view of the imminent general massacre of
Christians in Macedonia the great Powers
should forthwith despatch their military
attachés from Constantinople to the chief
centres of disturbance

A cdespatch to the Central News from
St. Petersburg says that the squadron
of the Black Sea fleet which has bheen
ordered to Turkey consists of four large
warships, flve destroyers and six torpedo
boats.

According to the Berlin correspondent
of the Pall Mall Gazette there can be no
doubt that M. Rostkowski, the Russian

Consnl who was murdered by a Turkish
soldier at Monastir on Aug. 7, subjected

The Consul used language which, toa Turk,
is of the most insulting kind.

When the Turk swore at him in return
the Consul struck bim on the head, ex-
claiming: “Just wait a few weeks, The
Russians will be here then.” The soldier
repned: “I shall not wait as long s that,”
and shot the Consul forthwith.

For months past, says the correspondent,
the Ruszian Consuls have distinguished
themselves by their sympathy for the
revolutioniets and by their brusque be-
havior toward the Turks. They think
nothing of using their riding whips upon
them, and they treat the Mussulmans like
dogs

Brriin, Aug. 17.—Accordingtoa despatch
to the lrankfurter 7edung, the River Drin,
near Monastir, Macedonia, is red with
blood and nearly choked with the muti-
lated bodies of women and children who
have been massacred by Bashi Bizouls.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 17.--l1 is stated
that an irade has been issued calling out
fifty-two fresh battalions of troops from
the European provinces of Turkey

Bucnaresr, Aug. 17.—~M  Bratino, the
acting Minister of War of Roumania, has
issued an order for the immedate manu-
facture of large quantities of ammunition.

VIENNA, Aug. 17.-An outspoken article
on the Russo-Turkish crisis in the Neue
Freie Presge asks what object can be gained
by sending warships at the moment when
the Porte has fulfilled the chief requirement
of Russia and offered full atonement for
the murder of the Russian Consul at
Monastir,

Are a few miserable fishing villages on
the Roumelian coast to be bombarded, or
does Russiz intend to send her ships through
the Bosphorus until the Yildiz Kiosk
itself lies within range of their guns? Would
not such action induce more than one Power
to send other squadrons through the Dar-
daneiles to protect the Sultan, or does
Russia mean to show her war flag on the
Asiatic shore of the Black Sea and exas-
perate still more a population already
irritated by the calling out of the reserves?

In any case, argues the Ncue Freie Presse,
the appearance of a Russian squadron
in Turkish waters would encourage the
Macedonians and Bulgarians, who would
soe therein a fact more weighty than all
the words of Count Lamsdorf's despatch
to the Russian agent at Sofia.

The action of Russia against Turkey,
concludes the paper, has reached the ex-
treme limit of what is permissible hetween
two States whioh maintain diplomatio
relations with each other.

Aug. 14,are to theeffect that the Director.
General of the Russian police and the four
senior members of hisstaff are busy in the
city procurring political arrests. Gen,
von Wahl, Governor of Wilna, will join
them shortly.

They have obtained lists of therevoly.-
tionary section at Odessa and have seized
the authors and printers of the proclama-
tions with which South Ruseia has recently
been flooded.
